“Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this wise: When as his 
mother Mary was espoused to Joseph, before they came together, she 
was found with child of the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph her husband, 
being a just man, and not willing to make her a publick example, was 
minded to put her away privily. But while he thought on these things, 
behold, the angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a dream, saying, 
Joseph, thou son of David, fear not to take unto thee Mary thy wife: 
for that which is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. And she shall 
bring forth a son, and thou shalt call his name JESUS: for he shall 
save his people from their sins. Now all this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord by the prophet, saying, Be- 
hold, a virgin shall be with child, and shall bring forth a son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanuel, which being interpreted is, God with us. 
Then Joseph being raised from sleep did as the angel of the Lord had 
bidden him, and took unto him hig, wife: And knew her not till she 
had brought forth her firstborn son: and he called his name JESUS.” 


—Matt. 1:18-25. 


A large number of people, pro- 
fessing Christians among them, 
think it of no importance whether 
or not you believe in the virgin 
birth. They look upon it, so they 
say, as altogether a matter of theo- 
logical interpretation, having noth- 
ing, whatever to do with » what 
they are pleased to eall the “vital” 
side of Christianity. 

I affirm it makes a. great dif- 
ference, a difference so great, so 
radical, that should the church 
consent: to cut it out of the doc- 
trine of Christianity, Christianity 
would have no decent, moral or in- 
tellectual basis on which to stand. 
I ask you to consider: 


1, The Effect on the Name, 
the Character and Reputa- 
. tion of Mary, the Mother of 
Jesus, if He Were Not 
Virgin Born 

Mary was espoused to Joseph. 
Espousal in that day was some- 
thing more than lip-service. The 
parties to espousal must come be- 
fore the elders of the congrega- 
tion and pledge their vows. In 
making her vow, the woman com- 
mitted herself to and assumed all 
the responsibility of a wife. Be- 
fore the marriage ceremony was 
performed, she was looked upon 
by the elders, the congregation, 
and the neighborhood, as a wife. 


When the angel would comfort 
Joseph concerning Mary’s' condi- 
tion with child,,even though they 
had not yet come together, he 
said: “Fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife” (Matt. 1:20). In 
the eyes of God and man, Mary 
had all the reputation and respon- 
sibility of a wife to maintain. 

That Joseph was not the father 
of Mary’s child ought to be self-

LABOR , TROUBLE

“AndaeJesus went about all the cities and villages, teach- 
ing in their synagogues, and preaching the gospel of the king- 
dom, and healing every sickness and every disease among the 
people. But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, as sheep havirg no shepherd. Then saith he unto his 
disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.’’—Matt. 9 :35-388. 


Labor trouble is an old trouble. 
One of the first accounts of labor 
trouble is given in the first book 
of the Bible. It occurred between 
the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot’s cattle. 

“And there was a strife between 
the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and 
the hérdmen of Lot’s cattle: and 
the Canaanite and the Perizzite 
dwelled then in the land.”—Gen. 
13:7. | 

This trouble was quickly settled 
by the unselfishness of one man, 
Abraham. Labor trouble will al- 
ways be settled by, the unselfish- 
ness of men—it is the only way. 

There was ,labor trouble in 
Egypt. The Israelities were made 
to work for the Egyptians. We 
read: 

“And the Egyptians made the 
children of Israel to serve with 
rigour: And they made their lives 


bitter with hard bondage in mor- 


tar and wm brick, and in all man- 
ner of service in the field: All 
their service, wherein they made 
them serve, was with rigour.”— 
Exod... 1:13, 14. : | 

There was labor trouble in Ne- 
hemiah’s day. When he returned 
to rebuild the walls of Jerusalem, 
some of the residents of the coun- 
try opposed and ridiculed the pro- 
ject. Nehemiah and his people 
went forward with the work at 
great cost and effort. 

There was labor trouble in 
Paul’s day. He gave this exhorta- 
tion to the people in Thessalonica: 

“For even when we aere with 
you, this we commanded you, that 
if any would not work, neither 
should he eat. For we hear that 
there are some which walk among 
you disorderly, working not at all, 
but are busybodies. Now them 
that are such we command and 
exhort by our Lord_Jesus Christ, 
that with. quietness. they work, 
and eat their own bread.”—II 
Thess: 3:10-12. er a aes he

ter 5 he gives sharp words to the 
rich and to those who would de- 
fraud the laborer of his hire. 

There is labor trouble today all 
over the world. It is here in 
America, it is in foreign countries. 
There is great dissatisfaction, both 
among employers and employees. 
This will continue throughout this 
age. Why? Because of sin. Men 
are selfish, covetous, lazy, envious 
and thoughtless. There can be only 
one solution to the labor problem, 
and that is the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the hearts of men. 


There was also labor trouble 
in the day of our Lord. This labor 
trouble was of a very special kind. 
It is indicated to us in Matthew 
9:35-38. Observe four things in this 
portion of Scripture. 

1. Christ’s vision, ‘“‘But when he 
saw the multitudes. . .” The eyes 
of our Lord were always open to 
see the needs: of people.

He 
found his own brother, Simon, 
and testified to him and then 
brought him to Christ. 

Here is the task: Four men 
were concerned about a poor para- 
lytic. They bore him to Jesus, and 
Jesus saved his soul and healed 
his body. These four men were 
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called | 


‘to His disciples, 


Look now to the fields white 
unto -harvest.. Is your heart. not 
stirred by the great. multitudes 
without our Saviour? Think of 
the millions who have never heard 
of Christ even once. Think of the 
need among the various national- 
ities in our nation. Think of a 
town of 125,000 people with hard- 
ly a single representative of evan- 
gelical Christianity. 


The fields are white unto har- 
vest. May we look upon them. 
May we pray. May we give, and 
may we go. 

II. The Trouble 

Christ. said, “We have labor 

trouble’—“The harvest is. plen- 


teous, but the laborers are few.” 
This seems strange when we con- 
sider the following: 

We have labor trouble with God 
calling men. Yes, the Lord is call- 
ing each one of you, even as Jesus 
called Peter, James, and John, 
Matthew and others. God is eall- 
ing you, even as He called Samuel 
and Gideon and Elijah. Perhaps 
you are saying, “Where is the 
call?” It is written down in God’s 
Word. To every child of God, the 
command is given, “Go ye.” 

We have labor trouble with God 
paying. Our Heavenly Father pays 
the best of wages. We are reward- 
ed here and hereafter. Christ said 
“Everyone that 
hath forsaken houses, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for 
my name’s sake, shall receive an 
hundred fold, and shall inherit 
everlasting life’? (Matt. 19:29). 

Think of the joy that God gives 
to us as we labor for Him on 
this earth. Think of the blessings 
of peace and joy which are ours 
because of Christ in our hearts. 
Think of His presence through 
every hour and every difficulty. 
What wonderful wages we receive, 
and yet we will be receiving bless- 
ines for eternity. . 
have. labor. trouble with 
God supplying the strength. No 
man is asked to serve God in his 
own strength. The Lord says that 
He will give power unto us. He 
promises to supply all of our needs 
through Christ Jesus. Paul. said, 
“I ean do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.” When 
you are weary, He gives encourage- 
ment. When you are weak, He 
gives you power. This is what 
Isaiah said about it: 

“He giveth power to the faint; | 
and to them that have no might 
he increaseth strength. Even the 
youths shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly 
fall: But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings 
as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint.”—Isa. 40:29-31. 

Again, we have labor troubles 
with Christ as a co-worker. “For 
we are labourers together with 
God; ye are God’s husbandry, ye 
are God’s_ building” (I Cor. 3:9). 
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What a privilege to labor with the 
Lord at your side. So often at 
public work, men are cast into 
the midst of unfavorable working 
companions, but not so with those 
who labor for Christ. He is our 
helper. 


In spite of all that seems good, 
we have labor trouble. First, 
there is the trouble of. quantity. 
Jesus said, ‘The labourers are 
few.” Too few men and women 
to-do the job! Too few who care, 
who are willing to pay the price 
real service. It would seem 
that with all the people who are 


volunteering for the mission 
fields, we would have. an over- 
abundance. But. this is. far 
from being the case. There is 


a desperate need for missionaries 
around the world. There is a 
dearth of pastors and evangelists 
in. certain parts. of the country. 
harvest is ready, but there 
are no laborers. 

Not only is there trouble in 
quantity, but there is trouble in 
quality. Many voluntecr to 
but through. laziness, confusion, 
procrastination and lack of sep- 
aration, they do not make good 
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back.. Whatever it may bhe,. there 
Is a need of quality among the 
workers for Christ. 

Therefore, there is serious labor 
trouble. because of the Jack of 
their lives Christ. 
\gain, there is a. need for faith- 
ful workers who will carry on to 
the end of the way, and he able to 
say with the Anostle Paul, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finish- 


for 


» 


ed the course, I have kept the 
faith.” 
Our labor trouble can be dis- 


nelled by three things. First, by 
realization of the importance of 
the task: A man will volunteer 
for a life and death job. He will 
stay with the work when he real- 
izes that it is of tremendous im- 
portance. There is no labor trouble 
when men join together to rescue 
another from drowning. There was 
no labor trouble when hundreds 
of men and women banded to- 
gether to rescue the little girl 
from the old well. Labor troubles 
will be solved when men realize 
that it is God who calls and com- 
missions, and that without obe- 
dience souls will perish forever. 
Again, this work requires dedi- 
cation. There must be a _ whole- 
hearted consecration of our all 


unto Christ. Withholding the 
smallest part of our time or tal- 


ents will cause a disruption in 
the work and failure to some part 
of it. Dedication to the task. of 
getting the Gospel to men. will 
solve the trouble. 

Thirdly, there must be concen- 
tration. If the quality of the work 
is to be satisfactory, then the 
Christian workers must say, “This 
one thing I do.” 


Ill, The Time 


What is the task? Witnessing. 
What is the trouble? Too few la- 
borers and too poor in quality. 

What 


is the time? It is now. 
There is no time for delay. Our 
lives are passing, our energies 


fail, our opportunities disappear. 
Sinners are dying. The time for 
work is now. 

It is an interesting story given 
us in John 4. We read of Christ 
talking to the woman at the well 
in Samaria. His disciples went into 
a nearby place to buy food. Jesus 
dealt tenderly and yet positively 
with the sinful woman. She had 
accepted Him as Saviour and went 
away to tell- others ahout Him. 
When the disciples of Jesus. re- 
turned, they urged Him to eat, 
but Christ said, “I have meat to 
eat that ye know not of.’ The 
disciples were confused and said, 
“Hath any man brought him ought 
to eat?” Christ made answer, “My 
meat is to do the will of him 


that sent me and to finish his 
work.” 


And so, our Lord tells us of the 
time for work. “Say not ye, There 
is yet four months and then com- 
eth harvest. Behold, I say unto 
you, Lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields, for they are white 
already to harvest.”

Salvation Not A Creed Nor A 
Life, But A Person 


Many people believe, one can be 
saved by joining a church. This 
is. not true. Others believé one 
can be saved by* subscribing to a 
creed; that if one believes certain 
things, certain facts,’ certain doc- 
trines, he will be saved. That is 
Some believe if they 
will live a good life, will work, 
will pray, will be baptized, attend 
church, give of their money, take 
the Lord’s Supper, etc., that they 
will be saved. But that is not 
true. Salvation does not consist of 
a philosophy, a creed, a certain 
way of living or membership in 
some body. No, salvation is in Je- 
sus’ Christ Himself, in person. 

Go. through those three brief 
verses of Matthew 11:28-30 again 
and underscore the personal pro- 
nouns referring to Jesus. “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me; for I am meek 
and lowly in heart: and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my 
yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light.” Seven times in these three 
verses the Lord Jesus refers to 
Himself. If you want to be saved, 
come to Jesus. rhat is all it takes 
to be saved and that is all it takes 
to have peace and soul rest. 

We talk too much about Chris- 
tianity and not enough about 
Christ. The Scripture says. that 
“CHRIST is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one 
that believeth’ (Rom. 10:4). When 
Jesus was telling His sad disciples, 
in the fourteenth chapter of John, 
that He was going away, He said, 
“And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know.” But doubting

Thomas did not understand, did 
not clearly know the way. Jesus 
answered back, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by ME.” Je- 
Sus Himself is the Way. Our 
Christian Science friends some- 
times refer to Jesus as “The Way- 
shower,” but they are mistaken. 
Jesus is not “The Way-shower’; 
He Himself is the Way. 


In I John 5:11, 12 we are told, 
“This is the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son. He that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” 
What every poor, troubled heart 
needs to do is to come to Jesus 
Himself, in person, and find peace. 
Jesus is our Saviour. Jesus is our 
Burden-bearer. Jesus is our Elder 
Brother, our High Priest, our In- 
tercessor, our Sacrifice, our Atone- 
ment, our Advocate with the Fa- 
ther! Praise the Lord that He 
Himself attends to our sins and to 
our sorrows when we bring them 
to Him in person. He does not ap- 
point a preacher nor a church nor 
even angels in Heaven to do this 
for Him. Jesus Himself is the 
Way; and He commands and in- 
vites every poor, heavy-laden, bur- 
dened, troubled heart, “COME 
UNTO ME...AND I WILL GIVE 
YOU REST.” 

Christian people, saved people, 
need this teaching as well as 
others. Oh, we must remember 
that the same fountain filled with 
blood where first we lost our con- 
demnation and received the peace 
of forgiveness is still there for 
daily cleansing from the  defile- 
ment of sin. The child of God is 
no longer condemned and _ lost, 
but the child of God needs day-by- 
day cleansing. My soul was saved 
once and for all when I trusted Je- 
sus about it, but every day I need 
Him to give me rest of soul and 
peace of mind and to bear my 
burdens. Every child of God 
should daily have a time alone 
with Jesus Christ, his Saviour.

“Ye That Labour And Are 


Heavy Laden” 
I am glad that God loves the 
poor. Jesus said, “Blessed be ye 
poor’ (Luke 6:20). Jesus’ had 


compassion on the multitudes, we 
are told, and that means that His 
heart went out to the common 
people with all their sorrows and 
sins and burdens and oppressions. 


I am glad that Jesus Himself 
knew all the burdens that any 
man will ever bear. 


First of all, He knew the pinch 
of poverty. He was born in a 
borrowed stable, was laid in a bor- 
rowed manger, and was buried in 
a borrowed grave. He said, “Fox- 
es have holes, and birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head” 
(Luke 9:58). He had no money 
to pay taxes until Peter caught a 
fish with a coin in its’ mouth. 
When He died He had. only a 
seamless garment that was valu- 
able enough for anybody to covet. 
Jesus was poor for our sakes so 
that we through Him might be 
rich, 

Again, Jesus knew labor. He 
Himself was a carpenter (Mark 
6:3). And Jesus must have been 
accustomed to unremitting _ toil. 
Remember that He never preached 
a sermon nor worked a miracle nor 
began His public ministry until 
He was thirty years old. His para- 
bles and _ teachings constantly 
showed that He knew all the de- 
tails of the life of the family, the 
shepherd, the builder, and _ the 
common laborer. How fitting, 
then, that Jesus should cry out, 
“Come unto me, all ye that LA- 
BOUR and are HEAVY LADEN, 
and I will give you rest!” 

We are told that “we have not 
an high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities” (Heb. 4:15). 

I would remind you that Jesus 
went hungry and that when He 
faced Satan in the awful tempta- 
tion in the wilderness Jesus had 
been fasting for forty days and 
félt all the weakness that any 
hungry man ever felt. Jesus was 
tormented by betraying — friends, 
by the doubts of His own family, 
by the jeers and by unbelief of 
His townspeople in Nazareth 
where He grew up. Full well Je- 
sus knew all the oppression and 
temptation and trouble and labor 
and sorrow that any poor sinner

evident to every logical, intellec- 
tual and decent mind. When he 
discovered she was about to. be- 
come a mother, he determined to 
divorce her. Divorce in Israel was 
both solemn and serious. The par- 
ties to divorce must present them- 
selves to the elders in open meet- 
ing. The case would be fully and 
searchingly tried. If the woman 
were found guilty, she would be 
taken out to a public place or field. 
The whole populace would _ sur- 
round her and under the command 
of the elders, without mercy, they 
would stone her to death. 


Joseph knew this would be the 
doom appointed to Mary if he 
sought publically to divorce her. He 
was not willing todothat. He be- 
lieved she had proven false to him. 
But he still loved her. He therefore 
determined to put her away pri- 
vately. He would put in the claim 
of annulment against his own 
vows, and set her aside, having 
henceforth no more to do with her. 
This is what the Scripture means 
when it says: “Then Joseph her 
husband |mark, even before the 
marriage he is recognized as “‘hus- 
band,” as she is as “wife”! being 
a just man, and not willing to 
make her a public example, was 
minded to put her away privily”’ 
(Matt. 1:19). 

But the living God never allows 
us to be in doubt about the truth. 
After the angel had spoken to 
Joseph and had bidden him with- 
out fear to take Mary to himself, 
we read in Matthew that he “took 
unto him his wife: and knew her 
not till she had brought forth her 
first born son: and he galled his 
name Jesus” (Matt. 1:24, 25). 

This is the plain statement that 
marriage between Joseph and 
Mary had not been consummated 
before he brought her home; that 
it was not consummated till after 
Jesus was born. It is the Holy 
Ghost demonstration that so far 
as Mary was concerned, she was 
virgin to Joseph till after Jesus 
was born. What more would you 
have? What more need you have 
to prove, at the least, that Joseph 
was not the father of Jesus? 

Since then Joseph was not the 
father of Jesus, behold where it 
places Mary if Jesus were not vir- 
gin-born. It brings her into the 
light as Joseph’s accredited wife, 
and mother of a child of whom 
he was not the father. As his wife, 
it makes her guilty of breaking 
wedlock. It makes her guilty of 
fornication. It makes her guilty 
of adultery. 

Deny the virgin birth, and this 
is the category in which by inex- 
orable logic you are under bonds 
to put Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
Deny the virgin birth, and you give 
to Mary, the mother of Christ, a 


ever felt. Jesus Himself took our 
place on the cross, but oh, friends, 
do not forget that before that He 
took our place as a human being, 
was born from a woman’s womb 
as we were, learned to walk and 
talk as we did, felt the pangs and 
sorrows and buffetings of daily life 
as we have all felt them, was 
tempted in all points as we are 
but without sin.

That is but an acknowledgment 
that this’ poor, old, sad, wicked 
world does not give rest. Why 
25,000 suicides a year in America? 
Because people have no rest of 
soul. Why the multiplied thou- 
sands who go insane every year? 
Why is it that nervous_prostra- 
tion has now become so common? 
People everywhere are finding 
thatsthe things of this world do 
not give any rest. 

Jesus said, “I will give you 
rest” and then He said, “And ye 
shall find rest unto your souls.” 
Our forefathers slept on mattress- 
es filled with corn shucks, but now 
people seek Beauty-rest mattress- 
es or Sealy mattresses or Comfy- 
down mattresses or Simmons beds. 
Every furniture store makes much

stain, a shame, that all the waters 
of all the seven seas can ever 
wash out. Think you a light mat- 
ter to put this indelible stain upon 
the mother of our Lord? Deny the 
virgin birth and this is what you 
do. 
Consider, I pray you, 


2. The Effect This Denial of 
the Virgin Birth Must Have 
Upon the Name and Rep- 
utation of Jesus Himself 


If some man other than Joseph 
were the father of Jesus, and He 
were begotten and conceived out 
of wedlock, then He was an ille- 
gitimate child, a child’ who had 
no legal right to come into the 
world. This is what you must 
face: Jesus Christ, an illegitimate 
son. But that is not all. 


Deny the virgin birth, make 
Mary a faithless wife, guilty of 
breaking wedlock, and you make 
her son something more than ille- 
gitimate. It is plain enough what 
that something more is. It is just 
this: If some other man than Jo- 
seph were the father of Jesus, we 
have to reckon this—that man was 
not knewn. He was not known in 
that day. He has not been known 
any day since. He is not known 
now. No man can put his finger 
upon his identity, and name, and 
say, “This is the man who be- 
trayed Joseph and begot Mary’s 
illegitimate son.” 


.There can be no question about 
it. He was and is unknown. It 
follows therefore if Jesus had an 
earthly father, and that father 
was not known, we have to say 
that Jesus was the son of an un- 
known father. And what is the 
name in all Janguages you give to 
the son of an unknown father? 
There is but one name and title. 


And that is “a bastard.” It is an 
ugly name. It looks ugly. It 
sounds ugly. Would you’ know 
what God thinks of a_ bastard? 


Hear what He says: “A bastard 
shall not enter into the congrega- 
tion of the Lord: even to his tenth 
eeneration shall he not enter into 
the congregation of the Lord” 
(Deut. 23:2). <A bastard could not 
enter into the congregation of the 
Lord. The posterity of a bastard 
could not enter into or partake of 
the privileges of the congregation 
of the Lord for ten generations, 
that is, for three hundred years. 

This tells you what God thinks 
of an unmarried woman who gives 
birth to a child. This tells you 
what God thinks of a married wo- 
man who gives birth to a child *by 
another than her own husband. 
This tells you what God thinks of 
the bastard himself. Bastardy is 
a shame to the mother. It is a 
double shame to the son. He must 
carry his mother’s shame and ad- 
vertise it wherever he goes, and

he must bear his own _ shame, 
shamed of God. Illegitimacy and 
bastardy are two millstones heavy 
enough to hang about the neck of 
any son. What think you is the 
weight of these millstones about 
the neck of Him whom we seek ‘to 
call the Son of God? 
Consider, 


3. The Effect the Denial of 
the Virgin Birth Must Have 
Upon the Essential Being 
of Jesus Himself 


If He were not virgin-born, then 
of course He had a human father. 
If He had a human father, He in- 
herited the nature of that father. 
As that father had a nature of sin, 
He inherited his nature of sin. If 
He had a nature of sin, He would 
be under the penalty of all who 
are born in sin. He would be un- 
der the penalty of death. 

When therefore He claimed that 
no one could take His life from 
Him, that He had power over His 
own life, He did not tell the truth. 
Being born in sin (if He had a 
human father), He was, as all 
others, doomed to die. He was 
therefore a lost sinner. As a lost 
sinner, He needed a Saviour. He 
needed a Saviour to save Him 
from. death. According to His own 
legislation, He needed to be born 
again; He needed a new nature. 


It is terrific—but it is inexor- 
able logic. If Jesus Christ were 
not virgin-born; if He had a sin- 
ful human father, He was as much 
in need of regeneration sand sacri- 
ficial redemption as any other be- 
gotten of a human father. 


Deny the virgin birth and you 
paralyze the whole scheme of re- 
demption by Jesus Christ. What 
claim or right of claim has any 
man to be the Redeemer and Sav- 
iour of men who Himself is born 
in sin, under the doom and penalty 
of sin, needing regeneration? But 
that is not the only consequence 
of having a human father. Mark 
it well. If He had a human fa- 
ther, and as that father had a 
finite personality, then He inher- 
ited a finite personality. If He had 
a finite personality, of course we 
are bound to say He did not have 
an infinite personality. He was not 
an infinite Person. If He were 
not infinite, He was not God. If 
He were not God, then He was 
not the second Person of Eternal 
Trinity. If He were not the second 
Person of the Trinity, then none 
was. If none were, there is no 
triunity of God. If there be no 
triunity of Godhead, we are landed 
at the front door of Unitarianism, 
that bloodless, emotionless, soul- 
less system which substitutes in- 
tellect for the spirit, and reason 
for faith® Prating about God, it 
knows Him not. 

Deny the virgin birth, and as 
absolutely as two and two make 
four, as inexorably as the arrow 
to the mark, you deny and reject 
the Trinity of God. 


Do you think it a light and in- 
consequential thing to deny the 
virgin birth, or that it is some- 
thing that matters little one way 
or another? 


Behold what takes place when 
you deny the Trinity. You deny 
and must cut out of the Bible 
this tremendous Scripture: “He 
through the eternal spirit offered 
himself without spot to God” 
(Heb. 9:14). It is, indeed, an im- 
mense Scripture. It means the 
whole Godhead was engaged in 
the sacrifice of the cross — the 
whole Godhead in the fulness of 
personality was engaged in the act 
of redemption. The Father, the 
Son, the Holy Spirit, each of them 
an infinite Person subsisting in 
the indivisible Being of God. The 
Lord Jesus Christ as the Son of 
the Father offered Himself unto 
God as the Father. He offered 
Himself through the eternal, per- 
sonal Spirit. As an infinite Per- 
son, He offered Himself through 
the infinite personality of the 
Spirit to the infinite personality 
of God the Father: even the God 
and Father who through the Spirit 
gave Him out of His bosom that 
He might make this offering. 

Deny the Trinity of God and you 
deny and make impossible that 
Scripture. Deny and reject that 
Scripture, you deny and reject the 
sacrificial death of Christ; you 
deny it in relation to the ever- 
lasting covenant and the pledge 
and Honor of the whole Godhead. 
When you do that, you. sweep 
away the foundation of Christian- 
ity as set forth in Holy Scripture 
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from Genesis to Revelation. You 
deny that Scripture when you 
deny the Trinity. You deny the 
Trinity when you deny the virgin 
birth. 


To deny the virgin birth, and 
to talk about the ethical value 
of Christianity, is worse than 
childish. There are no ethics left? 
Instead of ethics, the whole sys- 
tem is buried in a moral ruin, 
out of whose chaos there looks 
the face of one illegitimate, bas- 
tard-born, a helpless sinner like 
the rest of us, and like the rest 
of us bereft of any hoped-for Sav- 
iour. 

Without the virgin birth, for us 
there is only a Christianity whose 
beginning is a fiction and whose 
ending is. the substitution of an 
ethical for a sacrificial Christ, a 
substitution that bears the stamp 
of its own reason and in every 
promise it makes mocks the hope 
of our soul both for time and 
eternity. 

Without the virgin birth, Chris- 
tianity has no authority, neither 
as an ethical or doctrinal system. 
Without the virgin birth, I repeat, 
Christianity has no decent, moral, 
spiritual or intellectual basis on 
which to stand. 

He who denies the virgin birth 
denies Bible Christianity, smites 
the mother of our Lord with 
shame, snatches the crown of de- 
ity from His brow, strips Him of 
His sinless humanity, makes His 
cross a blood-stained failure and 
bids us face eternity with no light

of the finest beds to induce sleep 
and rest. Alas, this poor old world 
tries to find rest by fixing the mat-, 
tresses instead of fixing the tor- 
menting consciences, the unease of 
troubled hearts! But Jesus has 
promised that He will give rest, 
even rest to the soul! 


I talked to a man about his soul 
and he told me he was unsaved. I 
said, “You have no peace in’ your 
heart; you need Jesus.” He said, 
“Oh, yes, I do. I am_ happy.” 
But I answered again, “No, you 
do not. I have proof that you have 
no peace. I know your heart is 
mot content.” Rather angrily he 
asked me how I knew, and I said, 
“Recause the Bible says, “There is 
no peace, saith my God, to the 
wicked’ ” (Isa. 57:21). With down- 
cast eyes and humble heart then 
he admitted that he was not happy, 
that his heart was not’ content, 
that he had no rest of soul. Dear 
friends, you cannot have this rest, 
this peace, unless you find it in 
Jesus. 

Saint Augustine said, “O Lord, 
our souls are restless until they 
find their rest in Thee!” Jesus 
has promised soul rest. 

Men think money will give satis- 
faction, but it chains them and 
enslaves. them to business and to 
cares of every kind. With money 
comes responsibility, and every 
moneyed man must look with sus- 
picion upon those with whom he 
deals. Most of them. seek his 
money and not him, he knows. 
Money does not give rest. 

Many a man has loved a woman 
and thought that in her love and 
faithfulness he would find all the 
comfort and delight for which his 
heart longed. ‘Women are meant 
to be a comfort, a blessing, and 
many of them are. But alas, how- 
ever many loved ones God puts 
about us, that cannot give peace to 
the tormented mind and the sin- 
ning soul. At her best, a wife can- 
not fill the need of a sin-sick soul. 
At her worst, she can only add 
heartbreak and trouble. And that 
is so of any human being in this 
world—father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, husband or sweetheart. Only 
Jesus can give soul rest. Take 
your burdens and troubles to Him. 


The Meek And Lowly Jesus 


“It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God,” we 
are told in Hebrews 10:31. Again 
the Scripture says, “Our God is a 
consuming fire (Heb. 12:29). The 
wrath of God is a terrible thing. 
To face God in judgment, with the 
books which record your = sins 
opened before the uncounted mil- 
lions of the earth—that can only 
be a nightmare of horror to any 
unforgiven sinner. But this Holy 


God, insulted by our sins and 
righteously angry with the unre-

He was so 
approachable, so gentle with sin- 
ners who wanted forgiveness that 
the woman who was a vile and no- 
torious sinner felt free to stand 
and weep over His feet and to 
wipe them with her hair. The poor 
woman afflicted with an issue of 
blood for twelve years slipped up 
behind Him and touched the hem 
of His garment and was healed. 
Even the wicked Judas was not 
afraid to kiss Him on the cheek 
when he betrayed Him! O thou 
meek and lowly Jesus! No sinner 
meed ever fear to come to Thee! 

Jesus girded Himself with a 
towel and washed His disciples’ 
feet. Jesus was reviled but He re- 
viled not again. They spat in His 
face, and yet He was like a sheep 
that before her shearers is dumb, 
so He opened not His mouth. They

You 
need not be afraid to come, how- 
ever vile your sin, however wicked 
your heart, if only you want your 
burdens lifted and your soul to 
find rest in Him. Praise the Lord
